This 
would of course include any attempts to use merchant ships to gain access 
to United States ports. As you correctly assume, much of this material 
is of a classiBed nature. I would therefore suggest that one of our 
experts call on you personally and brief you on the details. 

As you probably are aware, our work is almost exclusively 
overseas. Any information obtained by us regarding the use of merchant 
ships for subversion against the United States would be passed to the 
appropriate agencies. In addition to the overall interest of the FBI in 
e internal security of the country, principal responsibility for port 
security rests with the Coast Guard. Mr. A. Gilmore Flues, the 

As^stant Secretary of the Treasury, is responsible for Coast Guard 
matters. 


Legislative Counsel will ascertain your desires in regard 
to being further briefed on this subject.

SENATOR HUMPHREY INFORMS ME SUBJECT OF GENEVA CONFERENCE 
ON ATOMIC TESTING CAME UP m HIS CONVERSATION WITH KHRUSHCHEV, 
WHO - X BY RIDICULING OUR PROPOSAL FOR A ONE YEAR PERIOD. HE 
SAID, ''WHO ARE YOU TRYING TO FOOL? YOU KNOW IT TAKES ALMOST ONE 
YEAR TO SET UP A NEW SERIES OF TESTS SO YOUR PROPOSAL IS NO 
PROPOSAL AT ALL.« ALTHOUGH MAKING CLEAR HE WAS SPEAKING
